Orders wore then given for the 
brigade to disembark, and as they 
came up tho dock they were greeted 
with enthusiastic cheers by tho quar- 
antined passengers, who wore gathered 
on tho veranda of tho hotel.

LOON LAKK, N. Y., Sopt. 18.—Soon 
f ter receiving tho opinion of Attorney-

Autumnal Weather Bats In In Hamburg. 


HAMJIUHG, 
Sept. 
16. — Autumnal 


weather set in yesterday, and the heat 
of the previous two days was relieved 
by light winds and a falling thermom- 
eter. The highest temperature has been 
78 degrees Fahrenheit, and last evening 
tho thermometer was 00 degrees. There 
were 80S fresh cases yesterday, or twon- 
ty-nlno more than Wednesday; 200 
deaths, or three more than Wednesday. 


In the cholera hospitals or barracks 


the cumber of patients has fallen to 
1,809, the lowest number of the last 
sixteen days. T.wo-thirds of the pa- 
tients are wcmc|a*ted children. Tho 
men now strickcajrhc physicians say, 
are those who have rficl little constitu- 
tion to resist the disease. Many of 
them have been hard drinkers and 
other have been weakened by priva- 
tions, so as to become easily infected. 
Among people of normal health and 
habits the plague Is believed to be at 
an end. 


The municipal staff of physicians is 


now more than adequate. 


Yesterday fifty army surgeons, who 


had worked here for tho lost two weoks, 
left for their garrisons, and more are 
oxpeotod to leave to-day. 


Evidences of the revival of confidence 


aro apparent on all sidea Tho in- 
fantry regiments which left Hamburg, 
Lnebeck and Altona to take part in tho 
Mecklenburg maneuvers, havo returned 
to their barracks, although a week 
ago it was though': that their absence 
might be prolonged until October. Tho 
Stadt theater and the Thalia theater 
have been reopened, and most of tho 
beer garden variety shows have re- 
sumed business. 
Tho fugitives con- 


tinue to return, and scores of shops, 
which have been closed, have begun 
advertising for trade. 


The Hamburger Nachriohten, Prince 


Bismarck's organ, has begun defending 
tho city against the reproaches of tho 
Berlin press and the Imperial health of- 
fice. The rNaohricbtcn says that tho 
criticism against tho Hamburg mu- 
nicipal authorities in 
entirely un- 


deserved.

the 
only reason why they 


failed was that tho virulence of the 
epidemic has been unprecedented. The 
Hamburg health board could havo 
coped successfully with the .ordinary 
epidemic, but not a city in Germany 
would have been able to control an 
epidemic which broke out so suddenly 
and generally within its limits. 


Senor Sagasta's Heoommendatlo&e. 
MADRID, Sept 10.—At a meeting of 


th e liberal party yesterday, Senor Sa- 
gasta, urged a simultaneous reform in 
the economic situation in Spain and 
Cuba. He advised tho budget to be 
fixed on a basis of 800,000,000 pestasfor 
revenue,and 700,000,000 pestas for expen- 
ditures. One half of the resulting sur- 
plus, Senor Sagasta urged, should bo 
applied to tho payment of interest 
and tho authorization 
of the na- 


tional debt, while the other half 
should bo devoted to reorganising the 
army and the national defonse. Senor 
Sa'gasta also favored the conclusion 
without delay of commercial treaties; 
the adoption of a scheme for secondary 
railways, and tho suppression n>- mod- 
ification of the octroi laws. Senor Sa- 
gasta denounced the conservative party, 
and said that tho prolonged continu- 
ance of one party in office tended to 
enslave the people.

After tho maneuvers 
gangroon sot in, and now his death is 
the matter of but a few hours. 


His death will be felt severely by the 


army as he was one of tho few remain- 
ing officers of high rank who wore ac- 
tive under William I. He has been in 
the army fifty-five years. Tie distin- 
guished himself in his behavoir at 
Duphel Koeniggratt.
